TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 
THE  BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  this  Report  upon  the 
health  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield  for  the  year  1946,  my 
first  since  returning  from  service  in  the  Army  and  my  last,  as 
it  happens,  prior  to  taking  up  another  appointment. 

The  Population  of  the  Borough  as  estimated  by  the  Regis¬ 
trar-General  for  mid-1946  is  34,640,  an  increase  of  1,540  on  the 
figure  for  1945. 

Although  this  estimate  has  been  relied  upon  for  statistical 
purposes,  the  figure  of  37,500  obtained  from  the  local  office  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  gives  more  accurately  the  present  state 
of  the  population  of  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  for  the  Borough 
during  the  year  was  583  ;  288  being  male  and  295  female,  and 
giving  a  live  birth  rate  of  16.83  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  1.5  higher  than  the  rate  for  1945  and  is  the  highest 
birth-rate  recorded  since  1924  when  it  was  17.0. 

Of  the  total  live  births  290  or  49.74  per  cent,  were  born  in 
hospitals.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  42,  a 
reduction  of  10  compared  with  the  number  for  1945,  and 
representing  7.2  of  the  total  live  births.  The  number  of  still¬ 
births  registered  during  the  year  was  17  compared  with  12  for 
1945.  The  stillbirth  rate  or  rate  per  1000  total  births  is.  there¬ 
fore  29.15. 
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During  the  year  483  deaths  occurred  of  which  234  were 
male  and  249  female.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  13.94  per 
1000  of  the  population  which  is  1.94  higher  than  the  rate  to 

1945. 

Infant  Deaths  in  the  Borough  numbered  23  representing 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  42.88  per  iOOO  hve  births  This  is 
the  lowest  Infant  Mortality  Rate  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough 
and  is  markedly  lower  than  the  rate  for  194o  which  was  68.22. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  43. 


Of  the  Infant  Deaths  recorded  14  occurred  during  the, 
first  4  weeks  of  life,  giving  a  neo-natal  death  rate  ol  pei 

1000  live  births  compared  with  38.98  m  1940. 


The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Prematurity  8  and 
Congenital  Malformations  7.  No  deaths  were  attributable  o 
Gastro-Enteritis. 

Two  women  died  in  consequence  of  childbirth  giving  the 
high  maternal  mortality  rate  of  3.38  per  1000  live  and  sti 

births. 

During  the  year  13  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  one  from  Tuberculosis  of  other  corns.  In 
1945,  9  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  one  trom  Non-i  ulmonary 

Tuberculosis  were  registered. 


Cancer  (all  forms)  accounted  for  84  deaths,  giving  a  rate 
of  2.42  per  1000  of  the  population. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  3<S 
cases  being  notified  compared  with  109  in  194o.  No  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease. 


There  were  8  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year.  One 
death  took  place  in  a  child  which  had  not  been  immunised. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  two  children  under  15  years  of 
age  completed  a  full  course  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  during 
the  year.  This  brings  the  percentage  of  children  under  lo 
years  of  age  who  have  been  fully  immunised  to  and  ol 
these,  57  per  cent,  are  m  groups  0 — 5,  and  I  i  per  cent,  m  age 
groups  5 — 15  years. 

During  1946,  8  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  compared 
with  656  in  1945.  None  of  these  cases  proved  fatal. 


The  number  of  Whooping  Cough  cases  notified  was  88 
compared  with  60  in  1945.  No  deaths  occurred  from  this 

disease. 
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Housing  continues  to  be  a  major  problem,  but  by  the  erec¬ 
tion  during  the  year  of  100  pre-fabricated  houses  at  Bollm- 
brook,  the  Council  has  almost  entirely  overcome  the  difficulties 
associated  with  individual  houses  being  shared  by  a  number  of 
families.  Thirty  houses  of  four-bedroom  type  on  the  Moss 
Estate  and  162  others  near  Ivy  Road  were  well  on  the  way  to 
completion  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  latter  is  the  first  in¬ 
stalment  of  some  700  houses  which  the  Council  propose  to 
build  on  the  new  Ivy  Road  Estate. 

The  two  Day  Nurseries  (Glegg  Street  and  South  Park) 
have  functioned  to  capacity  throughout  the  year  but  the  accom¬ 
modation  available  has  proved  to  be  far  short  of  present  day 
needs.  Discussions  between  the  interested  parties  are  at 
present  taking  place  with  the  object  of  discovering  how  best 
the  situation  can  be  met. 

During  the  year  the  two  general  ambulances  conveyed  a 
total  of  2,261  cases,  of  whom  1,612  were  resident  within  the 
Borough  and  409  from  the  County  area.  The  total  distance 
covered  was  15,704  miles. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and 
other  Departments  for  much  help  and  encouragement  which 
they  have  given  me.

The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1946  were  583  and  483  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  ot  100.  in 
1945  there  was  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  104. 


The  Birth  Rate  of  16.83  is  higher  by  1.5  than  for  1945. 

The  Death  Rate  of  13.94  shows  an  increase  of  1.94  com¬ 
pared  with  the  rate  for  1945.

Of  the  25  infant  deaths,  9  occurred  in  males  and  16  in 
females. 


Infantile  Mortality 

While  the  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  42.88  per  1,000  live  births,  is  the 
lowest  recorded  in  the  borough. 

Twenty-five  deaths  occurred  during  1946  and  more  than 
half  that  number  are  accounted  for  by  Prematurity — 8,  and 
Congenital  Malformation,  etc.,  7. 

Of  these  infant  deaths  only  two  were  illegitimate  children. 

Table  I  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 

In  2  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  established  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination  or  by  Inquest. 

Neo-Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  14  as  compared  with  20  in  1945.  This  makes  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  24.26.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1946,  30  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  28  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1945,  109  cases  were  notified  and  104  removed  to  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1946,  8  notifications  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
received.  Of  the  remainder,  five  occurred  in  children  under  15, 
one  of  whom  was  immunized,  five  occurred  over  that  age,  none 
of  whom  were  immunized.  All  the  cases  were  treated  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  seven  recovered  and  one  died. 

Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  6,992  children  have 
been  inoculated.  This  figure  does  not  take  account  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  who  have  been  dealt  with  privately.  Analysis 
shews  that  at  the  31st  December,  1946,  there  have  been 
treated  1,447  children  of  pre-school  age — a  percentage  of 
57.88 — and  3,392  belonging  to  the  5-15  age  group,  giving  a 
percentage  of  70.66 — the  remaining  2,153  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0-5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  school  children 
5-15  years,  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5-15  school  group.

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Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  Serum 

Supplies  of  Anti-Toxin  are  available  at  the  Office  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  6,  Market  Place,  and  also  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  for  Borough  cases.  After  office  hours  and 
on  Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays,  supplies  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Borough  Police  Station. 

Enteric  Fever 

One  case  of  Para-typhoid  Fever  was  notified  during  the 
year  from  the  County  Mental  Hospital,  Parksi.de,  and  was  not 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Six  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year.  Five  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Four 
of  these  cases  were  notified  from  West  Park  Hospital.

Three  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified 
during  the  year  and  one  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  During  1945  six  cases  were  notified. 

Erysipelas 

Sixteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified.  Two  of  these 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  During  last  year,  9 
cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough. 

Dysentery 

Eight  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified ;  one  from  the 
County  Mental  Hospital  and  three  from  the  West  Park 
Hospital.  The  total  for  1945  was  24. 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia 

During  the  year,  9  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
two  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  total  for  1945 
was  18  cases. 

Acute  influenzal  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  7  cases  were  notified.  Last  year  there 
were  three  cases. 

Measles 

Eight  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  but  only  one  of 
these  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  As  compared 
with  last  year  there  was  a  decrease  of  648  cases. 
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Whooping  Gough 

Eighty-eight  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  and  six  of 
these  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This  is  an  in¬ 
crease  of  28  from  last  year. 


T  uberculosis 

Eighteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
and  8  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a  total  of  21 
cases,  compared  with  18  Pulmonary  and  7  Non-Pulmonary,  a 
total  of  25  last  year. 

Thirteen  Pulmonary  cases  received  Sanatorium  treatment 
and  2  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  entered  open-air 
hospitals. 

Lice  Infestation 

In  spite  of  persistent  efforts  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  to  reduce  this  evil,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  is  still  a  very  wide  incidence  of  this  condition.  As 
previously  observed,  adults  play  a  very  important  part  in 
maintaining  fresh  infection. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  treat  all  such  cases  with  D.D.T. 
and  where  opportunities  are  granted  to  use  this  insecticide 
excellent  results  are  obtained.  This  is  especially  noticeable 
in  Day  Nurseries  where  children  are  found  to  be  grossly 
infested  after  a  week-end  at  home. 

Scabies 

Hurdsfield  House  Treatment  Centre  has  continued  to  be 
used  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies,  and  83  cases  in 
adults  and  84  cases  in  children  have  been  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

The  numbers  requiring  treatment  have  decreased  during 
the  year.

During  the  year,  144  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  AccreditecS  Milk,  Of  the  41  samples  of  accredited  milk 

examined,  25  were  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome.  31 
contained  Bacillus  Coli — the  germ  most  commonly  found  in 
the  intestine  of  the  Cow— 2  of  these  being  grossly  polluted 
with  organisms  of  this  nature,  and  failing  to  pass  either  of 
the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order, 
1936.  i 

2.  Heat-treated  Milk.  13  samples  of  such  milk  were 
examined,  12  of  these  proved  to  be  of  wholesome  character. 

3.  Undesignated  MiSk.  Of  90  samples  examined  11  were 
unsatisfactory  either  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or 
keeping  quality.

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  the  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  water  going  into  supply  is  examined  chemically 
and  bacteriologically  each  month  by  the  Public  Analyst.  Raw 
waters  are  regularly  examined  by  the  Water  Engineer. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  To  avoid  pollution  by  cattle,  etc.,  the  Corporation  has 
proceeded  with  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  reservoir  gathering 
grounds.  Greenbarn  farm  has  been  purchased  during  the 
past  few  months  and  negotiations  are  in  hand  for  the  purchase 
of  the  remainder  of  the  gathering  ground. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  farms  and 
houses,  the  whole  of  the  dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough 
are  supplied  direct  from  the  public  water  mains.  No  houses 
are  supplied  by  stand  pipes.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  a  short  report  on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1946. 

Inspections. 

,,  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  premises  in 

the  Borough,  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Tabular 
statement  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Housing. 

Jhe  total  number  of  houses  inspected  for  defects  under 
the  Housing  Acts  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  is  1,475. 

The  inspections  revealed  that  the  standard  of  mainten¬ 
ance  generally  is  deteriorating  compared  to  the  pre-war 
standard. 

Owin’g  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  the  great  difficulty 
m  obtaining  materials,  together  with  the  difficulties  of  owners 
m  meeting  the  high  cost  of  repairs,  it  was  not  possible  to  get 
repairs  and  replacements  carried  out  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time,  and  in  16  cases  it  was  necessary  for  the  Cor¬ 
poration  to  carry  out  the  work  in  default. 

In  the  oldei  paits  of  the  town  there  is  a  considerable 
number  of  dwellinghouses  to  which  there  is  only  one  water 
closet  provided  for  two  or  more  houses,  and  throughout  the 
year,  from  the  occupiers  of  these  houses,  there  has  been  an 
increasing  amount  of  criticism  and  complaints  of  this  standard 
of  sanitary  accommodation,  with  requests  that  a  water  closet 
should  be  provided  for  each  house. 

Under  the  present  circumstances  it  was  not  found  pos¬ 
sible  to  attempt  a  remedy  of  the  undesirable  state  of  affairs. 

Gammon  Lodging  Houses. 

On  the  1st  of  May,  1946,  one  of  the  premises  used  as  a 
Common  Lodging  House  ceased  business  and  the  lodgers 
found  other  accommodation.  This  was  brought  about  by  the 
Council  refusing  a  licence  for  the  premises  owing  to  the  poor 

condition  of  the  structure  and  the  unsuitability  of  the  pre¬ 
mises. 

This  reduces  the  number  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  to 
three,  with  accommodation  for  88  nightly  lodgers. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  number  of  Producers  of  Milk  in  the  Borough  is  38, 
and  of  Wholesale  Traders,  2. 

Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk  in  the  Borough  number  TO,  and 
of  this  number  44  retail  milk  from  premises  in  the  Borough, 
and  26  from  premises  in  adjoining  districts. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations. 

The  following  are  the  licences  granted  under  the  above 
regulations  : — 

ACCREDITED  MILK. 

Seventeen  farms  are  licensed  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  for  the  production  of  ‘  ‘Accredited’ ’  Milk. 

PASTEURISED  MILK. 

One  supplementary  licence  for  the  retail  sale  of 
“Pasteurised”  Milk;  and  one  licence  to  pasteurise  milk 
by  the  “High  Temperature  Short-time”  process  were 
renewed. 

TUBERCULIN  TESTED  MILK. 

One  supplementary  licence  was  granted  to  retail  T.T. 
Milk  in  the  Borough. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  following  premises  were  registered  under  the  above 
Act,  viz  : — 

Forty  shops  for  the  sale  of  Ice-cream. 

Fifty-three  Bakehouses. 

Fifty-seven  Premises  for  the  Manufacture  of  Pre¬ 
served  Foods,  and 
Six  Slaughterhouses. 

Only  two  of  the  slaughterhouses  are  in  use  and  these  are 
requisitioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Both  are  situated  in  a 
busy  shopping  centre  and  are  the  subject  of  periodical  com¬ 
plaints  by  members  of  the  public  and  also  local  residents. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods  inspection. 

During  the  year  the  carcases  of  14,820  animals  were  in¬ 
spected  before  distribution  to  the  retail  shops. 

This  is  practically  a  whole  time  occupation  for  one 
Inspector  each  week  as  owing  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  hanging 
room,  it  is  necessary  for  carcases  to  be  inspected  and  re¬ 
moved  before  killing  can  commence. 

Attention  was  called  by  the  department  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  condition  of  the  vehicles  distributing  the  meat,,  and 
this  resulted  in  one  new  lorry  being  obtained,  and  a  new  body 
fitted  to  another  vehicle.

Offensive  Trades. 

The  one  offensive  trade  in  the  Borough,  viz  :  tripe  boiling, 
was  carried  on  throughout  the  year  without  complaint. 

Factories  Act. 

201  Visits  to  factories  were  made.  32  Informal  Notices 
were  sent  requesting  the  occupiers  to  remedy  various  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Act  and  Regulations. 

28  Notices  were  complied  with. 

Contagious  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

No  outbreaks  of  disease  occurred  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to  carriers  of  animals 
disinfecting  their  vehicles  in  accordance  with  the  Transit  of 
Animals  Order,  facilities  for  which  are  provided  at  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Yard,  Buxton  Road. 

Domestic  Refuse  Removal. 

Except  immediately  after  holiday  periods,  domestic  refuse 
has  been  collected  at  weekly  intervals  and  disposed  of  by  con¬ 
trolled  tipping. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  replacement  of 
refuse  bins  by  the  owners  of  property  and  651  bins  have  been 

provided. 

Fifty  bins  were  provided  by  the  Council  in  default. 
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Street  Cleansing. 

r  11  ^u£>ust  the  manufacturers  delivered  a  Street  Sweeper 
Collector  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  having  surmounted  the 
lmtia!  difficulties  m  changing  from  manual  labour,  the  machine 
is  efficient  for  the  work,  and  economical  in  cost.  By  its  use 
it  has  been  found  possible  to  dispense  with  the  services  of 
nine  street  sweepers. 

A  mechanical  gully  emptier  has  also  been  ordered  but  has 
not  been  delivered  at  the  time  of  writing  this  reoort. 


Salvage. 

The  Collection  of  salvage,  which  is  collected  at  the  same 
time  as  domestic  refuse,  throughout  the  year  continued  to 
yield  approximately  the  same  results  as  the  previous  year. 

With  the  passing  of  time  there  is  more  and  more  salvage 
being  mixed  with  domestic  refuse  by  the  general  public  de¬ 
spite  continued  appeals  to  keep  it  separate
